BABY CARE ABROAD. 

UR mothers born abroad—and 

they make up a large part, per- 

haps a majority, of our mothers— 

are interested in knowing what is 
being done for babies in the lands 
whence they came. The International 


| Red Cross has made the information 


available as to breast feeding. 

In France, under the Strauss law, 

mothers get a benefit which runs from 
10 cents to 40 cents a day. If a mother 
breast-feeds she is entitled to 10 cents 
extra. 
' Jn Cuba they have a national baby con- 
test with three official prizes of $500, 
$300, and $200. It is open only to breast 
fed babies. 

In Germany there ts an allowance to 
mothers who breast-feed. Toward this 
allowance the national government pays 
one-third, the state one-third, and the 
city one-third. 

In Switzerland there is a*‘money allow- 
ance. In Norway and Great Britain the 
governments do all they can to encourage 


it, but ng monetary allowance is made. 


, In Argentina, Brazil, Japan, New Zea- 


land, South Africa, and Spaim private 
societies are active in encoererne breast 
feeding. 

In Greece the custom Is almost univer- 
sal as to wet nurses. In Argentina and 
Cuba wet nurses are registered. In 
Japan; Spain, and Czecho-Slovakia the 
government sanctions and encourages 
wet nurses. In Prague they are given 
free “milk.

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Mayor Thompson’s traction scheme 
would shove up rents and the meat, 
grocery, shoe, and clothing bills of 
poor old John K. Consumer in order 
to give street car rides at less than 
cost—so says Amos W. Miller, former 
head of the Chicago Bar association, 
who on Tuesday presented the argu- 
ments of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce against the city hall’s bills 
before the senate committee at 
field. 

The abstract of Mr. Miller's argu- 
ment, which lets the daylight through, 
follows: 

* The public utilities commission has 
full power to fix the price of street car 
transportation at cost. If it does so the 
courts will uphold it. Reduction of the 
fare to actual cost (if it is not now at 
that point) may be accomplished 
through the commission in a few days 
or weeks and without expense to the 
public. Why incur enormous risks 
and great delays to get that which we 
can obtain immediately and for noth- 
ing? 

‘The answer can only be that it is 
the purpose of this bill to furnish trans- 
portation at less than cost—to ask 
the taxpayers to pay for other people’s 
street car rides. 

“Why should any one want a street . 
car ride at less than cost? 

‘“‘Have we reached the point where 
taxes are so easy to raise that we must 
sit up nights to find new ways of 
spending such public funds? 

“The chief of police says he needs 
an increase of more than 50 per cent 
in his force in order to check crime 
in Chicago. Shall we allow robbery 
‘and murder to continue that the tax- 
payers may pay other people’s street 
car fare? We never have all the 
money we want for our schools. Shall 
we allow a child to go uneducated or 


ta teacher to go underpaid that we may 


pay street car fares for the entire 
population? 

“TIT have supposed the case of our 
having a surplus of public funds, but 
you know there is no surplus; that tax- 
ation has already reached and-gone be- 
yond any reasonable limits; that we 
haven’t money enough for imperative 
things, let alone such a thing as pay- 
ing street car fares for those who can 
well afford to pay their: own. 

“But to tax property to pay street 
car fares doesn’t help even the non- 
taxpayers. All it does is to furnish a 
means of fooling them on election day. 
For all economists know, and any 
thinking man will readily see, that 
after all the consumer pays the tax. 
All the consumers pay all the taxes in 
proportion as they consume. The rea- 
son is obvious: 98 per cent of aii that 
is produced in any one year is con- 
sumed within a year. Of course, all 
taxes are added to the price of the 
thing produced, and the consumer pays 
the price. 

“Who can point to a successful ex- 
ample of municipal operation of street 
car lines? There isn’t any such thing. 
Why should we embark on this tre- 
mendously hazardous and expensive 
enterprise when we can get the same 
result without cost to the public? 

“A significant fact is that no one

No referendum need be 
had to issue this kind of bonds, By 
resorting to the expedient of buying 
the traction system with these bonds 
instead of with money, the trusteeg of 
the traction district are giveh the stu- 
pendous power of buying traction lings 
to any extent and at any price and 
without restriction. 

“They can entangle and give away 
the rights of the people for 100 years 
to come, and nothing can stop them. 

“This is a rosy picture which even 
Yerkes never dared to dream of. In 
comparison with this, the Allen bill and 
the Humphrey bill were philanthropic 
measures. — 

“There is another remarkable prp- 
vision in the bill. The street cars must 
be: run by the public at a 5 cent fare 
for five whole years before the fare can 
be. raised, no matter what the deficit 
meantime. During those five years 


this deficit can be paid neither by 
taxation nor by raising the fare. 

“Where is it to come from? What 
will it amount to? One cent differ 
ence in fate amounts in a year t 
about $7,000,000. In 1920 the deficit on 
a 5 cent fare basis would have been 
$21,000,000. On that basis a deficit 
would be accumulated in five years 
amounting to $105,000,000! 

“Even if the district were taxed 
to its full limit of 1 per cent to pay 
operating expenses during those five 
years (and that is not permitted by 
the bill), that 1 per cent would amount 
to only $17,000,000 a year. It would 
take $9,000, 000 a year for interest and 
sinking fund, leaving only $8,000,000 
a year to be applied upon a $21, oes. 000 
deficit!

Denver, Colo., June 16.—Investiga- 


tion to ascertain whether savings and). 


funds collected by banks and insurance 
companies of the country are being 
used to “crush the organized labor 
movement as well as weaken the farm- 
ers’ organizations” is demanded in a 
resolution submitted to the convention 
of the American Federation of Labor 
here today. 

' The resolution was made public to- 
night by Matthew Woll, vice president 

» of the federation, in a statement in 
which he declared that “it is believed 
that thousands of dollars contributed 
to banks and insurance companies by 
the workers is being used to destroy 
their movement.” 

_“Proxy Voting Power.” | 

Besides inquiring into the disposal of 
the funds, the resolution urges the 
executive council to investigate the 
feasibility -of organizing the “ proxy 
voting power of the workers in mutual 
insurance companies, thus placing this 
power in the hands of those who will 
see that the workers’ funds are used 
in the best interests of organized labor 
and the farmer.” . 

“We have already received informa- 
tion that several of the large financial 
institutions in the country, depending 
largely on the savings of workers, are 


using this money to destroy organized same as 


labor,” said Mr. Woll. “I believe that 
this can be stopped if we proceed with 
this investigation.” 

The. resolution also provides for a 
“eareful study of thé Kenyon rural 
credit bill.” 

_ Farmers Favor Codéperation. 


Codperation of the farmers with the 
organized industrial workers of the 
country to “ achieve t ideals of eco- 
nomic, industrial, and agricultural as 
well as political freedom,” was pledged 
by the Farmers’ National council in a 
telegram received today at the con- 
vention. 

The message, received from the 
headquarters of the council in Wash- 
ington, said that “only by uniting 
upon a common basis of fundamental 
justice can we achieve real freedom 
for all workers.” 

The Central Labor council of Seattle, 
Wash., in a resolution today, called 
upon the federation to “ use all of its 
resources to carry into effect plans 
whereby a maximum six-hour day shall 
be established and all overtime abol- 
ished in industry.’’ This action, it was 
stated. would relieve the “great men- 
ace of unemployment” by increasing 
the opportunity for work. 

e enactment of a national law 
that will provide for tHe payment of 
unemployment benefits from funds de- 
rived by taxing industry was urged in 
a resolution submitted by the Inter.

“T have never seen such big armies 
of plant lice since I have been in the 
business,” remarked a south side gar-

they are so thick on the young vines 
they can’t find standing room. They 
thrust their beaks into the leaf, get a 
mouthfyl of juice, and get out of the 
Way to make room for their neighbors. 
They killed practically all my cucum- 
ber and muskmelon plants before I no- 
Uced them and sprayed 1 the vines.”

Th spring weather was particularly
